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''ADJUSTMENT TO A NEW AGE'' 
KEYNOTE OF DEAN'S ADDRESS 

"The problem facing Canadian teachers today is psychological 
adjustment to a new age/' students of the Institute of Education were 
told Monday by Dean Hare, head of McGill's Faculty of Arts and 
Science. 

Addressing the early morning assembly, Dean Hare made it 
clear that he attached great importance to the relationship between 
Canada's current international and national position and awareness 
of same in the classroom. 

"Canada has reached a plateau and is beginning to slide a little/' 
he said. After pointing out that our country is no longer as respected 
at world council tables as she was five or six years ago, he com- 
mented : *'We face a time of international crisis.*' 

^ During the next ten years, we will have to admit that this cen- 
tury does not belong to us. We will have to compete economically, 
culturally and intellectuallv with Europe and other rising nations of 
the world.'* 

He emphasized that the teacher has an important role to play 
in waking Canada's youth to the desperate need for competition on 
every level of international life. Only if to-morrow's citizens are 
aware of the danger of decline in this country's status, will they be 
able to do something about it. 

**A major share of the responsibility lies with the teacher. We 
must somehow instil into the young a sense of urgency and a sen.se 
of alarm," he explained. 

In closing. Dean Hare commented: *'We have to reali/" tfrif 
every Canadian must work harder. We must make every ( 
question if it is worthwhile to smoke quite so many ciparetit 
and realize that his easy-going life is going to suffer with the in 
crease of world competition." 

The Dean received an enthusiastic round of applause at the close

KEYNOTE 
ADDRESS 
AT MCWA 

The only way to avoid 
tyrannical regime or a nu- 
clear war, is by virtue of 
strengthening the Atlantic 
Alliance, Dr. Robert Strausz- 
Hupe told an audience in his 
keynote address at the Mc 
Gill Conference on World 
Affairs. 

He explained that the 
strengthening of the Atlantic 
Alliance was just a stepping 
stone to eventual world uni- 
fication. 

He went on to say that it 
was imperative that the West 
unite. He did admit that such 
an undertaking might run the 
hazard of a nuclear war, but 
there is no policy which 
would not. "Every step we 
'^ke is under thp > .t^' 
nuclear gun". 

The significar 

dern history is that the na- 
tion-state system is breaking 
down, for it can no longer in- 
sure prosperitiy and security 
to its citizens and its econo- 
my. Dr. Strausz-Hupe said it 
must be replaced by a larger 
organization. 

We have such an organiza- 
tion — the United Nations, 
but world unity using this or- 
ganization would be impos- 
sible, as the U.N. is dividsd 
into three groups: the West- 
ern Bloc, the Communist 
Bloc, and the neutral coun- 
tries, which do not want to 
work with either one. 

Dr. Strausz - Hupe said 
"there is only one thing to 
do to deal with the problem 
of disintergration of the na- 
tion state system, and that is 
to unite the people of the 
West". He explained that N. 
A.T.O. is much more impor- 
tant to us today than the U.N. 

The basic formula, he said, 
is to have a strong Atlantic 
Alliance with a steering me- 
thod,, contributed to by all 
the major powers: and that 
without the co-operation of 
any one member of the Al- 
liance, il would weaken all 
the members. Dr. Strausz 
Hupe suggested that the ma- 
jor powers be the United Sta- 
tes. England. France and Ger 
many. He added that with- 
out Germany *'lt would be 
impossible to demonstrate 
how an alliance can get 
stronger by getting weaker." 

He went on to explain that 
the Communist strategy is an 
intelligent one. They have 
what we do not have — a

The MCWA, as outlined by John Garson. its chairman this year 
has a threefold objective : To provide a forum whereby Canadian and 
American students can meet and discuss vital issues; whereby they 
can add to their fund of knowledge, through plenary sessions and 
discussion groups; and, most important, whereby they can gain a 
tolerance for and appreciation of the diversity of viewpoints and 
backgrounds that permeate our society. Using these objectives as 
my criteria, I do not hesitate to judge this year's conference a re- 
sounding success. 

The primary topic of this Sixth MCWA was The Hew Europe. 
More specifically, attention was particularly focused upon the emerg- 
ing European Economic Community, in all its varying aspects. The 
organization of the whole program was designed to allow each 
of the delegates to thoroughly delve into all the phases of this topic 
And this most certainly was accomplished.

The fourth scheduled assembly of the Plenary Session was orf- 
ginally titled "Europe : Towards a Political Federation." In view of 
recent world developments, and in deference to the delegates interest 
in them, the topic was changed to the **Cuban Crisis.'' The panel was 
made up of Professors Michael Brecher, Maxwell Cohen, Michael 
Oliver, all of McGill, and Professor James Eayrs, of the University 
of Toronto. The discussion was varied in scope, yet relevant in na- 
ture, and served as an educated enlightinment of a development of 
extremely consequentional import. • 



Complementing these sessions^, the delegates met in smmll dis- 
cussion groups to investigate more intimately the New Europe. These 
seminars consisted of five meetings of about three hours each. Half 
of the time was devoted to aspects of the European Common Market; 
the balance of the program related to Germany and France, the 
Atlantic Alliance, and the future .political structure of Western Eu* 
rope. These discussions, chaired by graduate students and faculty 
members of McGill, were extremely profitable to the participants. 

Thus the reader is intended to interpret that the conference waf 
an academic success. But it was more than just that. It provided its 
delegates with an almost unique opportunity to meet their contem* 
pories on academic, intellectual, and social levels; in an atmosphere 
that provoked vivid discussions, inspired argument, and comaraderie, 
all of which speaks well of our generation. For this delegate the 
MCWA was an educational, enlightening, and entertaining experience, 
one that has considerably enhanced my college education. It is a pity 
that each and every one of you students here at Macdonald cannot 
participate in similar activities.

The money comes from the students and should be put 
to use in such a way that the maximum number of students 
will benefit..

We may be wrong in surmising that there is no support 
for athletics on an inter-collegiate level. If there is, the 
middle of the road attitude that prevails is no good. Lets 
take a stand one way or the other and cut out this v^is.hey- 
washy attitude toward athletics.

To whom it may concern: 

There are certain regulations 
in the Institute of Education, 
which I a student, find difficult 
to comprehend. The foremost of 
these is that concerning student 
dress while attending lectures. 
It has been rumoured that the 
students in the Institute of Edu- 
cation are supposed to wear ties 
and jackets to all classes. Why? 
Personally I can find no valid 
reasons to support this idea. 
However, I can think of a good- 
ly number of reasons why we 
should not wear jackets and ties.

To the Students' Society : 

A situation has arisen in which 
the authority of the Students' 
Council has been questioned; it 
therefore appears that the role 
of the Council should be made 
perfectly clear to the student 
body. 

The Students' Council is the 
supreme executive organization 
of the Students' Society formed 
to exercise control of the stu- 
dent activities subject to the 
University Statutes and to the 
jurisdiction of the Senate, and 
under the direction of the Stu- 
dents' Council, all other student 
organizations shall be centralized. 

Previous to 1961, Student Acti- 
vities Chairman sat on the Coun- 
cil, but at that time the consti- 
tution was changed so that the 
Council could function responsi- 
bly as an executive body without 
the prejudices of the activities 
chairmen. As such, the council 
provides the activities with the 
budgets and a high level of free- 
dom in operation of the activity, 



On monday, October 29, 1962, the Students Council held a meeting 
to which reporters from all important newspapers were invited. 
Even the Times was represented (I mean the Failt-Ye Times) The 
following is a report on the business that took place. 

Three drink vending machines will be placed — one in each 
residence. In the Women's Residences they will be found in the T.V. 
Lounges and the one in Brittain Hall will be on the landing above 
the Coffee Shop. These vending Machines, which will make their 
appearence in three weeks will cost the Students Council about 
$130 for electrical and water outlets needed for operations. It is 
only proper that the 30% profit go to the Students Council as they 
are spending so much money for installation. 

The M.A.A. proposed another ammendment which was adapted. 
This states that, if an athlete is on a team of one sport (eg. Soccer) 
and there is a track-meet on the day of a soccer game he is com- 
mitted to the soccer game, but, he may miss practice for an activity 
in an other sport with the permission of his coach. 

The Rifle Club, which is under the jurisdiction of the Joint 
Athletic Associations sought an additional budget to pay for .scopes, 
a cabinet, and lightbulbs. These were needed to start the club, which 
until now was non-existent. After heated discussion, the marksmen 
were voted their money, mainly because this is the Rifle Club's first 
year and in future it should be self-supporting. 

The structure of the Publicity Committee, of the Students Coun- 
cil is as follows : 

The Director of Publicity must be a member of the Publications 
Department Executive and be a third year Home Ec. This director 
must keep a master plan of the four Student Council Bulletin Boards. 
This includes a knowledge of what, when, and for how long posters 
are to be on the boards. There are also a supervisor of Student Coun- 
cil Notice Boards, and a supervisor of P.A. systems. The latter is 
responsible to the Publications Department. The mobile P.A. is not 
to be used when classes are in session. It may not be used for elec- 
tion campaigns. The supervisor of Radio Publicity is responsible for 
daily broadcasts on CFOX. This supervisor must be a Soph Tencher 
appointed by S.T.S. 

All types of publicity must be requester in writing. It was pomi- 
ed out that the main reason for this system was to co-ordinate public- 
ity. 

The appointments of Jill Essar as Publicity Director, John Van 
Abbema as Clan editor, and Brian MacPherson as "Failt-Ye Times'* 
editor were made official. All three are responsible to the Director of 
Publications. 

The contract between the Department of Publications and "Le 
Devoir" for the "Failt-Ye Times" was accepted by the council. This 
contract states that there are to be 20 issues per year. The format 
is the same as "Le Devoir," IU2 inches wide with 5 columns. A 
four page issue is to be at the publisher's by 8.00 p.m. Thursday 
night. They deliver 1500 copies to us Friday morning. The paper uses 
standard newsprint. Eight page issues must be submitted Wednesdays. 
"Le Devoir" is not responsible if their building or equipment burns. 

Because of last week's letter to the editor I almost expected to 
see autocracy in action. This was not the case- The meeting was 
run efficiently. If I were allowed to express my opinions I would 
say that our Students Council is a fine, hard working, efficient unitj 
but because this is only a report I will not say it.

but at all times has the authority 
to exercise control of the activity 
if such should be deemed neces- 
sary. 

On Monday evening, members 
ot the Council firmly expressed 
the opinion that as elected mem- 
bers of the executive of the Stu- 
dents' Society they are totally 
responsible for the actions of all 
activities and there can be no 
question of the right of the Stu- 
dents' Council to take action and 
make decisions that will bring 
these activities in line with Stu- 
dents' Council policy. This policy 
is going to be adhered to by your 
Students' Council. 

The question that has raised 
this issue has been the decision 
of the Students' Council to ap- 
point a temporary director to 
the Students' Recreational Cen- 
tre. This decision was made by 
the Students' Council previous 
to Students' Council nominations 
and announced in the "Failt-Ye 
Times." Since $6,000 had been 
spent on the Recreational Cen- 
tre for improvements that had 
been caused by vandalism, the 
Council felt obliged to execute 
firm and direct control of this 
area of student responsibility for 
a temporary period of time. This 
decision was made for the benefit 
of the Students' Society and every 
indication is that it was a good 
one 

Accusations of a different na- 
ture have also appeared through 
the editorials of the "Failt-Ye 
Times" and letters to the editor 
that have been anything but cor- 
rect. These statements have most 
certainly been based on "hearsay" 
because until Monday evening no 
reporters or observers have at- 
tended any Student Council meet- 
ing. Student Council meetings are 
open to the Students' Society and 
it is highly recommended that 



students attend occasionally as 
observers to see what actually 
goes on. Observers on Monday 
evening were certainly treated to 
a long session of business trans- 
action that was characterized by 
colourful parliamentary proce- 
dures such as calling councillors 
to order and throwing business 
off the order paper. 

Plan to attend a Council meet- 
ing some Monday evening and 
see your student government in 
action.

One of the outstanding botanists ever to 
graduate, Walt built his early reputation 
on his major thesis **The Care and 
Cuhivation of Nicotinia for Profit." An 
excellent athlete, Raleigh is fondly re- 
membered for an incident which occurred 
in his sophomore year.

He was finally **de-capped'' 
after a local scrimmage against a team 
from the Tower of London. A monument 
in his memory is being proposed by a 
local manufacturer of filters.
